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ASBESTOS 
The Mining of Blue Asbestos

Judging from the inquiries which reach those con- 
cerned in blue asbestos mining, very little is known about 
the occurrence of this mineral outside the circle of those 
actively engaged in ‘‘getting’’ it. A few short notes may 
therefore not be out of place. 

Blue Asbestos, or to give it its correct name, Crocido- 
lite, is only found in quantity in a narrow belt of hilly 
country extending from fifty miles south of the Orange 
River in Cape Colony and running for some 400 or 500 
miles north northeast into the Northern Transvaal. Of 
course there are void places in this long stretch, and the 
mines jare concentrated mainly around three pointis,— 
Prieska in the south, generally considered to produce the 
best fibre, Kuruman in the center, and the Malips River 
District in the Transvaal, whose product is regarded as in- 
ferior to the other two. Apparently South Africa has a 
monopoly of this mineral as while occurrences of Crocidolite 
have been reported from time to time from Australia and 
elsewhere, nothing of economic importance has so far been 
discovered. 

Crocidolite oceurs in the above regions in a totally dif- 
ferent manner from what is usual in the white asbestos 
districts. The matrix, the so-called jasper shales of red, 
yellow and brown color, are among the hardest rocks known, 
and the amount of iron present in them is often so great 
that a compass is entirely useless. 

The asbestos occurs in regular reefs or bands, inter- 
bedded in these shales, and individual reefs can often be 
traced for hundreds of yards without a serious break. 
Usually, three, four or more of these reefs oceur within 
an extent of a foot or so, and at perhaps twenty, perhaps 
fifty, feet. above or below these will be another series. 
Usually there are three series, sometimes four, and oceasion- 
ally payable work can be done on all of them, but more 
commonly only one of the series is payable. The individual 
reefs may be from \th inch in thickness up to two inches 
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or more, and very commonly they preserve their character 
very consistently. 

To have a payable deposit there must either be several 
short fibre reefs close together, or one reef of long fibre, 
34 inch and upwards, usually accompanied by one or more 
short fibre reefs. Blue asbestos mining has two advantages 
over white asbestos—the workings and the fibre are quite 
free from water, and the shales in which the work is carried 
on are so strong and well bedded that timbering is hardly 
ever necessary. Also, as the reefs are so well defined, a 
large part of the rock can be left in the mine to fill up the 
old workings. 

On the other hand the amount of fibre to be obtained 
per square foot of mine area is small, and extensive work- 
ings are required to produce even a small output. The 
largest shingle ‘‘mine’’ in the Cape does not produce much 
over 500 tons per annum. With such small output the 
mining is of the simplest character, and up to the present, 
mechanical aids are totally unknown. Pick and shovel, 
hand-drill and windlass are the universal equipment. An 
ambitious attempt to install machinery in the Transvaal 
section led to dire disaster to the company concerned. Still 
it seems quite possible to find one or two favored spots 
where the deposits are so extensive and consistent, that up- 
to-date mining methods might be inaugurated with some 
hope of success. 

To avoid heavy charges for supervision of extensive 
areas, each worker (practically all natives) is put on ‘‘con- 
tract."” He is supplied with tools, explosives, a certain 
amount of food, and every month he brings in so many 
bags of asbestos of various grades which are bought from 
him at fixed prices. After liquidating his debts, any bal- 
ance over is paid out to him in eash. This is far from a 
perfect system, yet it does not work out so badly in prae- 
tice—needless to say, bad debts are unavoidable. It is 
somewhat reminiscent of the method adopted by the Hud- 
son Bay Company in connection with the Indian and half- 
breed fur trappers. Every blue asbestos ‘‘mine’’ has its 
trading store, the profits on the store being very moderate 
as they must needs be when the customers are worth nothing 
more than the monthly return of asbestos. A good ‘‘boy”

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in a good place can get possibly a ton of asbestos in a month, 
for which he will receive £10 to £15; a bad or unfortunate 
worker may weigh in a hundredweight or so. 

It is posssible then, to start mining crocidolite with a 
minimum of capital, and indeed many farmers and others 
have done so, their ‘‘mines’’ resembling a collection of large 
but very untidy rabbit burrows. In a few cases, notably in 
one or two of the mines of the Cape Asbestos Company, 
where gdod consistent reefs have been found, regular 
mining is carried on in two or three levels, the ‘‘boys” 
working according to plan. Even here, however, each 
worker works his own windlass, pushes his own trolley of 
asbestos rock or waste, while his family stamp or ‘‘cob’’ the 
fibre. It is curious to note that while in many places the 
asbestos reefs are horizontal or nearly so, in the few places 
where fibre up to two inches or more is found consistently, 
the reefs are nearly or quite vertical.

Asbestos Deposits in the Altai 
Highlands--- Russia 


Abstracted from article appearing in the Gorny Journal, 
published at Moscow 


The Altai Highlands are a part of the territorial see- 
tions within the range of the U. 8S. S. R. (Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics) where asbestos occurs. The available 
information concerning the deposits in this section is so 
scanty, however, that no clear idea can be obtained of their 
future importance. The principal sources of information 
are prospectuses published by the South Altai Asbestos 
Company and Records of the Altai Mining District made by 
I. F. Grigoryev, Mining Engineer, in 1918, together with 
other seattered references. 

History 

The first information obtainable concerning these de- 
posits dates from 1856 when Lieutenant Kovrigin’s pros- 
pecting party found asbestos along both banks of Chuya 
River near the mouth of the Chagan-Usan Stream. In 
1885 asbestos was found at the head-waters of Kaznachta 
stream by a certain F. Ya Astofyev, who was prospecting 
for gold. The asbestos deposits at that point attracted the 
attention of the Uralite Company organized in St. Peters- 
burg 1899, which manufactured ‘‘Uralite’’ a fireproof 
building material. The Uralite Company in 1899 sent the 
first expedition for surveying the deposits but these survey- 
ing operations were short-lived and because of unfavorable 
developments (the political shake-ups in the Far East, ete.) 
the Uralite Company waived in 1905 its concessionary 
rights in favor of a certain M. M. Imshenetzky. In 1907 the 
latter organized the ‘‘Yuzhno-Altaiskoye Asbestovoye 
T-vo’’ (South Altai Asbestos Company) which went into 
asbestos mining on an organized basis at the Batun Fields 
at about 13 kilometers to the south of the village 
Verchniy Uimon, and in 1909 even built an asbestos treat- 
ing plant on a small seale. At the outset of the imperialistic 
war this plant was burned down, presumably by fanatical 
**Old-Faith’’ Dissenters, and the further development of 
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the mining scheme was thus brought to a halt. In 1917 
the asbestos deposits at the head of the: Katun River were 
surveyed and assayed: by*Q. M. Anshelgs at, the initiative of 
the ‘‘Treugolitik” C onrpaniy. ‘ 

In June 1921, a néw expeditionary party headed by 
Mining Engineer Filippov was sent to the Altai for explor- 
ing, prospecting and surveying the asbestos deposits located 
farther north, along the Karakol Creek, drained by the 
tributaries of the Peschanaya River, but in a few months 
this exploring party cut short its operations owing to the 
exceptional local conditions in connection with the Civil 
War. This is, in brief, the story of the prospecting ex- 
ploration and operation of the Altai asbestos deposits. 
Description of the Deposits 

Descriptions of these deposits, particularly those. at 
the headwaters of the Katun River are given by O. M. 
Ansheles, mentioned above and may prove of interest. There 
appear to be thirteen deposits in all, of which Ansheles 
describes two in detail. 

For instance, the Batun Deposit of asbestos is located 
about 12 kilometers south of the village Verchniy Uimon 
and at a distance of one to two kilometers from Batun 
Spring, emptying into Okol River, a tributary of the Katun. 
This deposit is about 14% kilome ters above sea level and 
about 0.5 kilometers above V. Uimon village. The road to 
Batun from the village V. Uimon runs for 4 kilometers 
along the smooth Uimon Gorge and then rises at a steep 
grade that can hardly serve even as bridle path. The-ser- 
pentine rock edntaining the asbéstos, hills\up inito”one-of 
the summits of the watershed crest between the tributaries 
of the Katun. (At the base of the hill at its-two opposite 
flanks there are outcrops of a vein of eruptive-rock, efflore- 
scent and very much weathered aiid fis weathering effect 
greatly interfered with any attempt to subject the rock to 
a detailed analysis. ) 

In surveying this deposit it was found that in some of 
the cuts the serpentine contained slight traces of asbestos 
and in others no traces of the mineral were found at all. 
When assayed the Batun asbestos was found to pieree the 
serpentine rock areas either in separate fibres or in thin 
filmy collections of fibres or in the form of more or less 
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dense inter-layers, which rapidly ‘‘flock’’—taper off to a 
wedge-like tip and disappear, reaching at times a thickness 
of 1 em. and a width of two or three em. The asbestos fibres 
are disposed lengthwise over the interlayers and sometimes 
attain a height of 5 em. 

Near the surface the asbestos is mostly of a dirty-gray 
hue, very brittle and insufficiently downy, but deeper on the 
non-brittle and woolier variety of asbestos grows in bulk. 


The survey showed that the percentage of the asbestos 
content varies with each section or area of the asbestos- 
bearing serpentine rock mass ; this percentage varies rapidly 
from area to area of the rock and the asbestos-bearing ser- 
pentine frequently alternates with waste or non-mineralized 
rock. 

Along the hillslopes asbestos is not found below 16 to 
18 em. from the summit. Hence there is no ground for 
assuming that asbestos could be found below 18 feet from 
the surface. On the contrary when the prospect shafts or 
borings are deepened, the impression is gained then and 
there that the percentage of asbestos in the serpentine 
rapidly diminishes. 

The average yield from the twelve samples taken gave 
altogether about .33 kgs. of asbestos per 1 cub. m. of rock, 
which means that the maximum supply of this deposit is 
about 1600 tons. 

The small percentage of its asbestos content, its poor 
quality, the insignificant aggregate amount, its remote loca- 
tion at a territorial point not easily accessible—all these 
drawbacks militate against its commercial possibilities on a 
large scale. 

The Kaznachtinsk Asbestos Deposit is located at the 
headwaters of Kaznachta River, a tributary of the Katun, 
or to be more precise, at the source of the tributaries of the 
Kaznachta—the Kara-Ech and the Kyzyl-Ech. This de- 
posit is situated about 3 klm. above sea level. It is above 
the snow line and the forest line. A narrow trail runs from 
the mouth of the Kaznachta to the deposit for a stretch of 
20-25 kilometers, mostly thru an overgrowth of weeds, so 
difficult for traffic that pack-horses, sometimes with their 
riders on top, now and then fell and rolled down the steep 
embankment.

Manufactured directly from the 
raw materials to the finished 
product in our own factory. 
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The many prospect borings available from before were 
cleared and deepened. On the hilly divide between Kare. 
Ech and Kyzyl-Ech, in one of the prospect borings a thin 
asbestos load was detected. Another thin vein of asbestos 
was also struck on the serpentine bluff rising in the vicinity, 
which ‘‘flocks’’ away rapidly—tapers off and disappears or 
**changes.’’ 

Two asbestos veins were struck in the serpentine rock 
at the headwaters of Kyzul-Ech. These veins formed a 
thick network of inter-connected parallel interveins run- 
ning. parallel with and close to the sharply drawn contact 
line between the serpentine and pyroxenite. The asbestos 
fibres, splendid in their qualitative grade, run perpendie- 
ular to the lode-walls and sometimes attain 5 em. in length, 
The thickness of the veins is 0.16 to 1m. They stretch only 
for several meters, then disappear, and do not crop up 
again anywhere in the vicinity. 

Owing to the slight aggregate amount of asbestos in 
its outcrops so far detected, the Kaznachta deposit is hard- 
ly important from an industrial point of view, in spite of 
the excellence of the asbestos and the high percentage yield 
of the rock—as high as 40%. 

In addition asbestos deposits were inspected along the 
Malyi Sugush and Ak-Keme rivers and Araktoi, the tri 
butary of the latter. At these points, too, small areas of 
serpentine rock are to be found from time to time, whieh 
contain trifling traces of asbestos of the Batun type. 

At all the points inspected there were perceptible 
traces of prospecting and surveying operations organized 
and earried out on a large seale by the South-Altai Asbestos 
Company. This fact, apart from personal observations of 
the surveyors, affords sufficient grounds for taking into 
account the findings of the above Company to the effect 
that among all the asbestos deposits at the head-waters of 
the Katun River, primary importance is to be attached to 
the Batun Deposit which was described above.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


General Business. 


A survey of the general business situation by those 
who study market indications, results in the opinion that 
conditions are very favorable,—actual consumption of goods 
is very heavy, the price level firm, labor enjoying high 
wages, crop conditions good, the political outlook nothing 
to worry about, railroad earnings encouraging, inventories 
light, building operations active, steel companies busy, as 
are the automotive, oil and copper industries; taxes in a 
fair way to be lowered. These are just a few of the en- 
couraging factors. Will these conditions continue and de- 
velop into better business all along the line? 

As to the Asbestos situation: 

The Canadian Mining Companies are still talking mer- 
ger, and again it looks as tho the conclusion of the merger 
were imminent. The Asbestos Corporation and the bankers 
have practically come together on the most important de- 
tails. 

In commenting on the probable effect of the merger 
on his business, a European shingle manufacturer offers it 
as his opinion that any decided advance in priees of the 
lower grades of Asbestos Fibres will affect unfavorably 
sales of asbestos shingles. At the present time, due to the 
low prices of Asbestos fibres, Asbestos Shingles can success- 
fully compete with terra cotta tiles. 

Mr. E. J. Wilson, in commenting on the market situa- 
tion, says: 

‘*The total amount of asbestos shipped from Thetford 
Mines during the month of August was greater than in any 
previous month of the year except June. Increased pro- 
duction is not likely for some time to come and unless pres- 
ent circumstances change. Prices are firm and in some 
grades have been marked up. Shipments of shorts and low 
grade material from the East Broughton district have in- 
creased, but this is probably only a seasonal change. Not 
much interest is taken in the merger negotiations as the 
conflicting statements given out from time to time have 
made people rather skeptical.”’

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So far as manufactured products are concerned, the 
present condition and prospective outlook appear more 
favorable than for some time.

In the textile market demand is reported to be better, 
packings showing some advance in price and somewhat in- 
creased demand. The automotive line is reported as nor- 
mal (whatever that may mean). The shingle market is 
very active, everyone presumably desiring to get under a 
good tight asbestos roof before the coming of winter.

Perhaps there will come a day when we will recognize 
a difference between a cement asbestos shingle, and an 
asbestos cement shingle. 

Asbestos Cement Shingles as known today are, proper- 
ly speaking ‘‘ Cement-Asbestos Shingles,’’ since the Cement, 
at least so far as quantity goes is the more prominent and 
important ingredient. 

Recent reports from Africa tell of a new Asbestos 
Cement Shingle, in which cement is user as a binder for 
the asbestos fibres instead of the reverse. 

This new shingle is said to be made from Amosite 
Asbestos fibres, which, while harsh, are extremely long, 
6 inches and upwards. In this new material asbestos fibre 
forms the basis of the product, the cement being simply 
the binding factor. The plastic mass is dried by means 
of a special patent process, and the new material , as can 
be imagined, is said to be as different from the ordinary 
asbestos cement products as chalk from cheese. The cost 
of production is said to be extremely low and the material 
excellent. 

A factory has been built at Vereeniging in the Trans- 
raal for the making of this new roofing (it is also to be 
used for ceilings, tiles, floors, ete.,) and the patentee has 
sold his rights in the patent to large producers in the 
United States, Belgium, France and Canada.

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This page devoted each month to discussion of brake 
lining activities by O. B. Towne, Commissioner of the 
Asbestos Brake Lining Association 


There is considerable discussion in the Asbestos Brake Lin- 
ing Association about the Sesqui Centennial Exposition in Phila- 
delphia. Several of the members are in favor of an exhibit of 
the industry. Nothing has been determined, definitely, altho the 
question will come up for action at the September meeting. 


The Association will hold its first meeting after the sum- 
mer holiday of two months, on September 16th, at the Old Colony 
Club, Waldorf-Astoria. 

Brake testing campaigns have been held in a large number 
of cities this summer, the most recent ones being Syracuse, N. Y., 
Burlington Ia., Nashville, Tenn., Denver, Colo., and Dayton, O. 
There is considerable agitation in Greater New York for a brake 
testing campaign here to include the whole city and to occupy 
a whole month. Much interest is being taken in this project, 
altho it is overshadowed at the present time by politics. 

Judging by the speed at which politics is developing here in 
New York, a number of candidates not only need new brake lin- 
ing, but asbestos suits thruout. 


Considerable interest is being aroused in the movement to 
have the Federal Wartime Excise Tax on motor vehicles and ac- 
cessories repealed, or at least amended. During the past eight 
years motorists have paid over $800,000,000 in this kind of taxes. 

Recent reports on brake testing campaigns indicate between 
forty and fifty percent of the brakes tested, to be bad. Some 
of them are reported as considerably higher than that, but that 
included slight adjustments as well as brakes really in need of 
repair. Twenty-five to thirty per cent were considered an actual 
menace. The police officials are handling this situation in a seri- 
ous mood and many of those who have allowed their brakes to 
get into this last mentioned group have been fined. 

After the brake testing campaigns, to test out the real con- 
dition of the equipment, the anti-brake squealing campaign will 
start. Of course it is not possible to suppress all the squealers, 
or stop all the squealing, but that is another question. To squeal 
is human,—but why pursue the paraphrase further. It is only 
the squealing brakes we are after. 

There is this difference between the screaming of motor 
brakes and the yell of the—condemned (so to speak). The former 
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yells when it is trying to stop and the latter because he had to 
stop. 
H. Clifford Brokaw of the West Side Y. M. C. A. Automobile 
School of New York City, has just put out an excellent article 
on automobile brakes, braking and brakemen. This is complete 
in detuil and is attracting a good deal of attention among the 
manufacturers of brake lining. The subject is taken up from an 
engineering standpoint. 





Automobile Production 


Automobile production in the United States and Canada for 
the month of July, was 397,094 (cars and trucks) which was 
somewhat lower than the June figure 402,848 (revised). 

The United States figure for July was 384,159, against 386,805 
for June; Canada’s production in July was 48,586 against 50,497 
in June. 

Of the total production in both countries for July 346,728 
were passenger cars, and 39,211 trucks. 





F. C. Houghten, has been appointed the new Director 
of the Research Laboratory of the American Society of 
Heating and Ventilating Engineers. 

Mr. Houghten has been doing research work for many 
years, being connected with the U. S. Bureau of Mines in 
its research program pertaining to the propagation of the 
war, later having charge of investigations of transmission 
of heat thru boiler tubes and of combustion and heat trans- 
mission in large, low pressure heating boilers. In 1920 he 
was employed by Dean Allen, then Director of the A. S. 
H. V. E. Laboratory and at that time worked on heat trans- 
mission thru building materials, co-operating in this work 
with Pennsylvania State College.

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The Value of Trade Associations 


In commenting on trade association work, E. W. Me- 
Cullough, of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, says: 

‘*After a trial of more than a half century, the trade 
association has proven its worth as a medium for service 
to the members of an industry who, altho they continue 
their relations as competitors, yet work together co-oper- 
atively in dealing with non-competitive problems which 
come before them from time to time.”’ 

‘*Among the studies which have profited such asso- 
ciations most, are those relating to research, scientific and 
general, simplification and standardization, cost accounting, 
setting up qualified standards, arbitrating differences, 
setting up of codes of recognized trade practices, the estab- 
lishment of technical schools, ete. In other words, those 
problems the study of which is valuable as information to 
the industry and the solution of trade questions, mark 
advancement.”’ 

Trade associations in their early ‘beginnings were 
largely organized for defensive or offensive purposes—a 
sort of protective agency—while today the objectives of the 
modern trade association are largely, if not altogether, 
for the enlightenment and progress of the industry rather 
than for direct personal benefit of its members. 





During 1926 the Bureau of Census will take a ‘‘ census 
of manufactures’’ covering the year 1925. Such a census 
will prove of great value to all manufacturing establish- 
ments and all manufacturers are requested to co-operate to 
the fullest extent with the Bureau of Census in this work, 
particularly by filling out promptly and completely, the 
schedules which will be mailed to manufacturing plants 
early in 1926.

MANUFACTURERS VS. DISTRIBUTORS BRANDS! 
1. Distribution and Reputation 

Is it an advantage to the large distributor to sell under his 
own indivdual brand? 

The large distributor, whose operations are national in scope, 
and not limited to a restricted territory, finds it more ad- 
vantageous to both the manufacturer and himself to sell under 
his own individual brand name. 

It can readily be seen that if the distributor sets out with 
the idea of covering the entire country, or a goodly part of it— 
or, if he is already established thruout the country and adds an 
asbestos line to his already established ones—it would be next 
to impossible for him to sell the goods under the manufacturer’s 
brand because the manufacturer would have his own branch 
offices or agents in various sections of the country, and would 
be unable, even if willing, to upset these previously made sales 
arrangements and grant an exclusive agency for the whole 
country to any one distributor. 

The large distributor, therefore generally builds up a repu- 
tation for his own brand, and while this process may be ex- 
pensive, both as to time and money, he finds it pays because he 
can then extend his trade to any city or section desired, and his 
reputation is all his own, bought with his own money and effort 
and not subject to the whims or caprices of any one manufac- 
turer. The distributor can establish his trademark as a mark of 
quality, with the assurance that its value cannot be destroyed 
in a moment by some arbitrary action on the part of the manu- 
facturer. 

Likewise, he is more free from restraint. When selling 
under his own individual brand the distributor is independent. 
He can name his own selling price; he can take a job at a very 
low price if he sees fit to do so, he can conduct his business along 
such lines as he pleases without any interferance from the 
manufacturer. 

The small distributor, or contractor, however, often finds 
it to his advantage to sell under manufacturer’s brand. Generally 
the manufacturer’s brand is known; it is of little trouble to in- 
troduce, and the small distributor does not have to stand the 
expense of advertising the material. 

Other phases of this question will be discussed in future 
issues.

Between these various lines of business endeavors and his 
Asbestos mine in Arizona, where he has recently increased his 
working force, he expects to be quite busy, but, if we could get

than sit at a table in the Ratskeller in Hamburg, and would 
rather drink from the Salt River, which flows by his mine, than 
have “Mumm’s Extra Dry” served at Margarie.

Separation of Magnesia from Dolomite. No. 1,544,800. Granted 
on July 7th, to Fred W. Brown, Alton and Gideon L. Austin, 
Joliet, Ill. Filed May 16, 1921. Serial No. 470,064. Described 
as the process of separating Magnesia from Dolomite which 
comprises calcining dolomite, adding calcium chloride, treating 
the mixture with sulphuric acid to form calcium sulphate and 
magnesium sulphate, which will react with the calcium chloride 
present to form magnesium chloride and additional calcium sul- 
phate and separating the precipitated calcium sulphate from 
the solution. 

Heat Insulating Composition. No. 1,544,215. Granted on June 
30th, to Lyle Caldwell, Lompoc, Calif., assignor to Celite Com- 
pany, Los Angeles, Calif. Filed April 2, 1924. Serial No. 703,603. 
Described as a new article of manufacture, a composition com- 
prising an inorganic heat insulating material, a vegetable gum 
capable of forming a gel with water, and a distending agent. 

Semi-refractory Heat Insulating Composition Products and 
process of making same. Granted on June 30th, to Harold T. 
Coss. Lompoc, Calif., assignor to Celite Company, Los Angeles, 
Calif. Filed July 16, 1924. Serial No. 726,349. Described as a 
refractory heat insulating material princivally of silica in the 
form of tridymite, produced by calcining fabricated bodies made 
of a mixture of diatomaceous earth, a catalytic inversion agent 
and water. 

Frocess of Purifying Asbestos and Fabricating Asbestos Mate- 
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rials. No. 1,545,132. Granted on July 7th, to Rudolphe Dram- 
pour, Brooklyn, N. Y., assignor one-half to Samuel B. Pack, indi- 
vidually and one-half to Samuel B. Pack, Trustee, Washington, 
D.C. Filed October 31, 1919, Serial No. 334,641. Renewed Jan- 
uary 14, 1922. Serial No. 529,373. Described as the process of 
treating rock carrying Asbestos Fibre, which consists in subject- 
ing it to the action of a hot aqueous solution of caustic alkali, 
until the fibres separate from each other and from the impuri- 
ties with which they have been associated, then removing the 
fibres and extracting the major portion of the liquid therefrom 
and while the mass is in a moist condition subjecting it to the 
action of an electric current for the further separation and elimi- 
nation of the impurities that remain in the fibres. 

Automobile Hood Liner. No. 1,547,532. Granted on July 28th 
to Thomas L. Taylor, Medford, Ore. Filed May 14, 1923. Serial 
No. 638,918. Described as the combination with an automobile 
engine hood having an inwardly projecting grooved flange along 
its lower edge, and a channel secured along the top of the hood, 
of a substantially rigid liner therefor, comprising a rigid support- 
ing plate conforming to the hood and an Asbestos sheet of the 
same size and configuration as the plate, permanently secured 
thereto to form a unit therewith, the longitudinal edges of said 
plate and said sheet being snugly received in said flange and 
said channel respectively. 

Process of Manufacturing Fibrous and Similar Products for 
friction elements or for like purposes. No. 1,547,408. Granted 
on July 28th to Eugene Buisson, Paris, France, assignor to 
Societe Anonyme Francaise du Ferodo, Paris. Filed March 1, 
1922. Serial No. 540,212. Described as a process of manufac- 
turing of fibrous products having Asbestos as a base, for fric- 
tion elements and like purposes, consisting of metallizing the 
Asbestos fibres by the electro-plating method in order to connect 
the said fibres together, and to provide for their cohesion, the 
metal being deposited in such a quantity that there is formed 
a solid block in which Asbestos is uniformly distributed.
